Insurance Men Hstimate the Total 
Loss at Fully $10,000,000. 


This Falle Largely Upon Foreign Compa- 
nles—Leading nix “Believe No Bad Fi. 
nancial Effect win Follow the Disaster— 
Two More viene Reported Among the 
Missing—Searching the Ruins for Dead 
Bodies—Crowds Viewing the Devastated 
District—Burned-Ont Merchants Prepar- 
ing to Resume Business in New Quarters 
—Heavy Loss at Hartford, Conn, —Fatal 
Blaze at Keyport, N. ¥.—A Loss of $25,- 
000 at Mason City, Io.—Fires Elsewhere, 


New YorK, Nov. 2%.—A Boston dispatch to 
the Times says: The cause of the fire may be 
ascribed to the crogésing of the Boston Time 
Co.’s wires with the lines of one of the electric 
light companies.So far as can be learned all the 
clocks in the city run by the Time Co. stopped 
at 6:48 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
office of the company is in the Granite bulld- 
ing, In which the Wire started. A contact 
of an electric light wire with the wires 
of the Time Co. would cause a cur- 
rent which, according to experts, would 
be much too strong for the company’s wires 
to bear. Of course the result would be the 
burning out of the company's wires. At the 
City Hall the clockin the City Messenger’s 
Office stopped at 6:48. The telephone switch- 
board was burned outand the wire connect- 
ing with police headquarters had melted. 
The telephone linémen established con- 
nections. Inashort time the District Tele- 
graph linemen arrived, and after a vain en- 
deavor to find the cause of an open circuit, 
they asked permission to take down the elec- 
tric clock, When this was done, it was dis- 
covered thatthe wires consecting with the 
clock weré burnod completely away and that 
the interior of the clock, ag well as the part of 
the wall against whieh it was placed, was 


scorched and charred. wot tay but the 
merest accident had saved the City Hall 

Soon a messenger froma jewelry store in 
Court street appeared with the intelligence 
that his clock had stopped at the same time— 
6:48 o’clock—and the \watchman who sleeps 
all night in the sto hard work to put out 
the blase e Durning out of the 

wires. It seems that the 6 Co. ; with 
twenty-four others, enters the City Messen- 
ger’s office at City Hallinone cable. Any ex- 
traordinary current forced through it would 
cause the connections to burn out. The fire 
starting from an ignited switchboard of the 
Time Co. at 6:48 o’clock would, because of the 
admirable construction of the building in 
which it was located, be more than likely to 
burn haifan hour before being discovered. 
So at 8:20 o’clock was sent in the first alarm 
from box 92, the same one which aroused 
Boston to disaster November 9, 1872. 


The Burned District. 


BosToy, Mass., Nov. 29.—The burned 
district to-day presents a scene of ‘desolation. 
A portion of the fire department spent the 
entire night and this forenoon in qtenching 
remnants of the big blaze, while a cordon of 
weary officers are still guarding the ruins. In- 
coming trains this morning were packed with 
sightseers and crowds of people have flocked 
to the scene ali the forenoon, but only 
afew succeeded lu penetrating the roped 
enclosure. The walls of some ot the gutted 
buildings are in a very dangerous condition 
and tha owners are contemplating razing 
them tothe ground to prevent the possibility 
of accident. Gangs of men have already be- 
gun to clear away the debris. Nearly all of the 
burned-out merchants have mi e arrange- 
ments to occupy other stores at o and re- 
sume business. Some of them were in distant 
places enjoying Thanksgiying while their 
property was being consumed.

Crowell’s bookbindery, many of whom were 
the main support of families and who have 
now no means of subsistence. The wholesale 
smallware business of Boston is, with a single 
exception, wiped out, but all the firms will

o., lost most of their Christmas stock 
of small wares. As usual a large part of the 
loss was occasioned by water, and buildings 
in the bs tag — burned are much injured by 
water. J. 8. e & Son, who occupied the 
lower — *. a Brown; Durrell & Co.’s 
buliding say they cannot ascertain their loss 
until they ean inspect the books in their safe, 
which they cannot reach until Monday. 

This morning a party of ten men was organ- 
ized to search the ruins of the Brown, Dur- 
rell & Cor building for the remains of the 
missing firemen, Toker and Buckley. Their 
coats were found buried beneath bricks and 
timber, and this seems to settie their fate. A 
further attempt to find the bodies will be 
made this afternoon by fifty street laborers de- 
tailed by order of Mayor Hart. The morning 
hours found the lower end of Chauncey street 
completely blocked with express wagons 
loaded with books, desks and office furniture 
which business men had moved in the excite- 
ment of yesterday and were conveying back to 
a stores and offices.

A Defective Warrant Insures the 
Escape of One Lottery De- 
fendant To-day. 


Judge Campbell Returns to An- 
other the Evidence Collect- 
ed Against Him. 


Mr. Dierkes Issues a Warrant Charging & 
Misdemeanor, but Uses the Language of 
a Felony Clause—By Order of the Court 
the Lottery Tickets Which Were the 
Evidence Against Edward A. Drexler Are 
Returned to Him On a Promise of Good 
Behavior, and He Has Sold Them Back 
to the Lottery Though His Trial Will 
Occur Next Tuesday—The Evidence Is 
Now Missing. 


„John Gilbert,’’ called the Deputy Sheriff 
in the Court of Criminal Correction, and the 
pseudo editor of an alleged newspaper took 
his place in the prisoner’s chair to be tried for 
the offense of advertising lotteries in his so- 
called newspaper in violation of the law. 

Gilbert looked composed and easy. He was 
ready for trial and confident that he would 
secure his acquittal, for had he 
not been arrested on a loophole warrant? 
Was not the business manager there 
to take the responsibility off his shoulders? 
Was he not on trial in the Court of Criminal 
Correction? and was not that court an easy 
one to get out of? All this was true, and 
Gilbert waived the reading of the warrant and 
pleaded not gullty. 
supposition, and there is another case now 
which proved thatit is easier for a camel to 
pass through the eye of a needle than to con- 
viot a guilty man in the Court of Criminal 
Correction.

THE TRIAL WAS CALLED

If the defendant had not admitted it it would 
have been another hindrance, for the careless 
prosecution contained no such evidence; but, 
since the defendant admitted that, the case 
went on. 

Officer Rudolph, who 
information, was called and sworn, 
and Mr. Claiborne then sald: Thie warrant 
is based upon an advertisement published on 
November 12. 

Mr. McDonald Interrupted: ‘‘If wish to ob- 
ject to the introduction of any evidence under 
this warrant, hesaid. It charges that the 
defendant being the editor and proprietor of a 
paper, did publish a lottery advertisement, 
contrary to the statute. Now, this warrant is 
intended to charge a misdemeanor, but it uses 
the language of a felony statute. This sec- 
tion reads as follows: 

** *If any person shall make or establish,or 
ald or assist in making or establishing any 
lottery, gift enterprise, policy, or scheme of 
drawing in the nature of lottery as a business 
or vocation in this State, or shall advertise 
or make public, or cause ‘to be advertised or 
made public by means of any newspaper 
pamphlet. circular, or otber written or prin 
notice thereof, printed or circulated 2 this 
State, any such lottery, gift enterprise 
policy or scheme or drawing, in ,the nature of 
a lottery, whether the same is being or is to 
be conducted, held or drawn within or * 
out this State, he shall be deemed ere ofa 
felony, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not less than two nor more than five years, or 
by imprisonment in the County Jail or Work- 
house for not less than six months nor more 
than twelve months.

VESSELS DRIVEN ASHORE ON LAKE HICHI- 
GAN IN A VIOLENT STORM. 


A Night of Peril ou the Chicago Crib—Bodies 
From the Wrecked Germania Washed 
Ashore—Loss of the City of Ludington—A 
Woman's Herrible Death—The Casualty 
Record. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 29.—A special from 
Cheboygan, Mich., says: The Iron King, 
towing the Iron Queen, struck on Gray’s Reef 
yesterday during the storm. The former 
worked herself off by throwing part of her 
cargo of grain overboard. The D. C. Whit- 
ney is also on Gray's Reef. The 
Leviathan and Gladiator left this morn- 
ing to render her assistance.

The storm which set in from 
the northeast and veered tothe northwest 
was simply terrific and all trains are delayed 
by the immense snow drifts.

A Night of Peril, 


CuicaGco, III., Nov. 9. — A thrilling scene 
was enacted yesterday three miles out in the 
lake opposite Twelfth street. Thestorms of 
the lastfew days have made the lake very 


rough. At the point indicated contractors are 
sinking a heavy iron caisson to serve as an 
inlet for the new water supply tun- 
nel which terminates there. A 
wooden crib surmounts it, and on Wednesday 
the heavy waves began to ‘break off the boards 
covering it. There were ten men at work in 
the caisson. Three tugs were sent out on 
Wednesday, and. after working all day suc- 
ceeded in Yéscuing four of the men. 
The others remained on board. In alittle 
tower abovetbe crib is astove. This tower 
can accommodate only two persons at a time, 
and all night Wednesday night and part of 
yesterduy the six men took turns at warming 
and drying themselves at this stove and then 
descending to thecrib, where they became 
soaked and ice- covered. Tugs were sent to 
their rescue but could not get at them. Then 
the Government life-boat was tried with 
no better success. Finally Supt. Sanger de- 
cided to risk everything in bebalf of the 
imperiled lives and after two and a half hours 
of most heroic and hazardous work, took off 
four of them. The~ other two 
declined to take the hances of a 
leap into the tug, seei how their 
companions were buffeted, and as there was 
room in tne little tower for both of them, they 
were left there forthe night. This morning a 
tug was sent out and they were taken off. 


The City of Ludington. 


CHICAGO, Nov’ 29.—A special dispatch from 
Milwaukee in regard to the Goodrich steamer, 
City of Ludington, ashore thirty miles north 
Sturgeon Bay, says: ‘‘The dispatches from

Duales Extraordinary Effort Is Made the 
ese Plant Cannot Be Finished in Time—A 
Tremendous Amount of Work Still Un- 
finished—The Board’s Letter and Sutter’s

T now looks very 
much as if New Year’s 
Day, 1890, will find the 
city of 8t.

tract with the city. 
The Municipal Elec- 
tric Light Co. is the 
one which is under- 
taking to carry out the 
contracts made by 
Charles Sutter with 
N the city of St. Louis to 
replace the gas lamps with electric lights. 
From the time work was commenced 
there were delays of all kinds and at the offset 
the company made its preparations in a very 
leisurely way and paid but little attention to 
the frequent warnings from the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. Now both the board and 
the Supervisor of City Lighting are 
beginning to feel very uneasy about 
the matter, and, while they will not say posi- 
tively thatthe work will not be done, they 
will not, on the other hand, assert that it 
will. President Flad of the board, when asked 
this morning, ‘‘Will the city be lighted by 
electricity on January 1?“ replied: ‘‘If the 
board can do anything it will. Col. Flad 


admits that there are many more possibilities 
of failure tian of success. Supervisor Matlack 
said, ‘‘It the weather does not prevent they 
will complete their work. 
THE BEST EVIDENCE 

of the frame of mind in wbich the board is now 
is in the letter which has been sent to 
Charies Sutter. In this letter the board makes 
confessions which show that many very un- 
business-like methods have been adopted by 
the company and countenanced by the board, 
In fact the board admits in the letter that 
many things have been done which should 
mever have been allowed. The ietter, as it 
appears on the records of the Board of Public 
Improvements, is as follows: 

Tour attention is hereby called to the 
necessity for increased exertion in the prose- 
cution of your contract with the city of St. 
Louis in order that light may be furnished by 
January 1, next. The lighting of the city 
promptly on January 1 is of such importance 
to the city as well as yourself that it is neces- 
sary that measures should de taken whjch 
will ensure the completion of the entire plant 
before that time. As vet 

NOT A SINGLE BOILER 
is in position, they should be all in place 
ready to fire not later than December 15. 

Your engine-house is stili far from comple- 
tion, and there ig no sizn of shaitfhg, poles, 
dynainos or lamps. Your engine- house should 
have been in its present condition ät least 
thirty days ago. On July 15 your attention 
was called to the condition of affairs there 
and the committee suggested that you should 
double your force and work both night and 
day. With the exception of a few nights this 
bas not been done, and your attention is again 
called to the necessity of pashing this work. 

We are also informed that your line work 
is being delayed on account of your not 
having poles of the proper height in stock. 
There cannot be any good excuse for this 
delay. On August BB, when an objection was 
raised to yeur using wreen poles, on account 
ot their short life, your plea was that good, 
seasoned poles could not be obtained within 
the specified time, but that if you were 
allowed to use green pine poles 5 could get 
all that you needed, and would be able to 
complete your contract, and you were allowed 
to use the green poles. 

‘*When you protested against the height of 
your lamp support poles and asked to have 
the same modified on account of the difficulty 
in obtaining lone poles, the height was mdol- 
fled as you requested. The board has also 
modified the height of general line poles to 
such an extent that 

MORE THAN 08 PER CENT 

ofthe total number of poles erected are of 
less height than is required by the rules of the 
board, and as we said before there is 
no excuse for allowing your stock of 
r to run out at this critical period. 

ou still have about 1,250 poles to set if you 
had sufficient polesin stock; with prospects 
of bad weather there is no assurance that you 
will be able to finish your pole-setting during 
the coming month, unless you very materially 
increase your rate of pole-setting. You still 
have about 400 miles of wire to put on the 
poles. A week ago youinformed the super- 
visor that you had forty men stringing 
wire, and when we come to count 
these we found but eighteen. All of your 
wires should be put up no later than Decem- 
ber 20, so as to give you afew days to test the 
circuits before depending on them for light- 
ing. After your lamps arrive here it will take 
time to prepare them for the circuits and to 
hang them in position. These and many other 
details take time, for which you should pro- 
vide. The Board of Public Improvements bas 
endeavored in every way possible to assist 

ou in completing your contracts 

hey have waived formalities, they have al- 
lowed you on the plea of lacking time to 
maintaip poles where they obstructed cross- 
walks aud entrances to private property. 
They have permitted you to 

RUN WIRES THROUGH SHADE TREES, 

and in many ways have deen as leni- 
ent as vossible in order to 
facilitate the fulflilment of your con- 
tract @ithin thespecified time. Notwithstand- 
ing th fact that all branches of your work 
are behind we believe that with the proper 
amount of energy and * you will de able 
to put your plantin such shape that lighting 
Dy January 1 can be accomplished. In con- 
clusion, your attention is called to section E 
of your contract. 

In reply to this Charles Sutter writes a letter 
which is more in the nature of a stand off than 
A reply to the letter of the board. His letter 
as received this morning is as follows:

THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 


Ex-Minister Bylden’s Mission to South Car- 
olina—Colonization Plans. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsTt-DISPATcn. 

CoLuMBIA, S. C., Nov. 29.—Dr. Edward W. 
Bylden, ex-Minister from the Republic of 
Liberia to the Court of St. James, is in the 
city and was interviewed last night. Dr. 
Blyden is a man of much learning, and is one 
of the best Arabic scholars inthe world. He 
is a member of many of the most prominent 
literary and scientific societies of both the old 
and the new worlds. He comes to this coun- 


try to study the methods of education as used 
in the colleges for the colored youth. His 
chiefaim isto induce mechanical training. 
He does not believe in the amaigam- 
ation of the races and considers that 
the plan of education as now adopted 
for the colored youth cannot bring anything 
but strife and discord. He says that the ne- 
groes must be sent to Africa. There, being 
removed fromthe restraints of a dominant 
race, they could develop their mental powers 
and otherwise Improve their condition. He 
says that the negroes want to go to Africa; 
that he (Dr. Blyden) has received hundreds o 

letters on the subject from all parts ot the 
South, South Carolina included, and thatif a 
ship were fitted out there would be no end of 
applications for passage. The removal of the 
negroes to Africa, Dr. Blyden thinks, would 
be a great step toward develop- 
ing the commerce the Southern 
States. He considers that slavery was 
ordained by providence to accomplish certain 
ends; that the negro race was destined to go 
through the experience of slavery in order to 
appreciate a second condition, the necessity 
of sdneatten and that moral and physical cul- 
ture which alone can render them indevend- 
ent. The third condition will be the ameliora- 
tion of the entire race. Dr. Byiden makes 
two problems of what is usually regarded as 
one—the negro problem. One, he says, isa 
negro question; the other is a question of the 
man of no country. The latter is the one that 
he thinks will give us the most trouble, and 
he insists that it can only be averted by giv- 
ing the negro back tothe country from which 
his original stock came.

At Clayton, 8t. Louls County, to-day, Judge 
Edwerds is hearing on appeal the case of the 
Town of Kirkwood vs. Mrs. Anna Sneed 
Cairns. This ease is a county sensation, and 
is watched with deep interest. It is known as 
the ‘‘eweet smelling case’’ in and out of court. 
Mrs. Cairns has a boarding school for young 


ladies at Kirkwood. The sewage from the 
establishment is conveyed by drains, some 
distance and emptied on a public street or 
road. Oneof ne Board of Town Trustees. of 
Kirkwood made formal complaint of this dis- 
position ofthe seminary sewage and an in- 
vestigation wus hed.

A BUNGLING EXECUTION. 


HORRIBLE SCENE ON A SCAPFOLD THIS 
MORNING AT GUELPH, ONTABIO. 


W. H. Harvey, Who Murdered His Wife 
and Two Daughters, Meets a Terrible 
Death at the Hands of Incompetent 
Officials—The Crime for Which He Was 
Sentenced. 


GUELPH, Ontario, Nov. 29.—W. H. Harvey. 
who, in March last, murdered his wife and two 
daughters, was hanged at 8 o' clock this morn- 
ing. The exeoution was one of the worst 
pieces of bungling that was ever witnessed. 
The weight which lifted the body was not 
heavy enough, and the scaffold was not high 
enough to give sufficient rebound to break the 
condemned man’s neck, and his struggles and 
contortions as he was slowly strangled to 
death were frightful. To add to the horror ot 
the hahging, the knot slipped, and the gurg - 
ling in the man’s throat ag his life was being 
choked out could be heard outside the jail 
walls. 

During the night Archdeacon Dixon passed 
a few hours giving the doomed man consola- 
tion and this morning he fjagain visited him 
and bade him good bye. Harvey said good 
bye td the jail officials and spent his few re- 
maining hours in spiritual eonversation. He 
slept well and ate a hearty breakfast. 

About 7:55 the hangman entered Harvey’s 
cell and pinioned his arms, and the proces- 
sion, headed by Archdeacon Dixon, marched 
to the place of execution. Harvey looked 
dejected and only once raised his head as he 
neared the gallows. The prayers of the 
English Church for the dead were read by the 
Archdeacon. During the reading the black 


cap was fastened over Harvey’s head and the 
rope was cut. 

The crime for which Harvey paid the death 
penaity this morning was committed during 
the day Of March 26, 1888. On the morning of 
that daythe city was surprised at the news 
that Harvey had been arrested for embezzle - 
ment from his employer. He was bailed out, 
but when his case was called in the afternoon 
he failed to appear. Officers went to his rest- 
dence, which they found locked and appar- 
ently deserted. Forcing. their 8 in they 
went upstairs, and in the front bed-room 
found the body of Geraldine, Harvey’s 13- 
year-old daughter, her long, yellow hair 
soaked in blood which was dripping from 
a wound in her head. In the rear 
room the body of Lydia, 
est daughter, was found. she 
wounded in the head. wWown-stairs Mrs. Har- 
vey’s body was found inthe bath-raom, with 
the brains oozing from a bullet-bole in the 
temple. Harvey himself-was missing. The 
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was of a trifling nature. 
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Toronto police were notified and that same 
night arrested Harvey on the street. In his 
pocket was a revolver with three unexploded 
charges. On his arrival in Toronto Harve 
sont a note to his son, who was employe 
there, asking him to meet him (Harvey) on 
the corner of Yonge and Kings streets. It is 
believed that Harvey intended to kill his son 
and then himself. An attempt was made to 
prove Harvey insane, but it failed. An appeal 
to the Governor-General was also fruitless.

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THE IRON TRADE BOOM. 
The world-wide consumption of ‘‘Free 
Trade England’s’’ exports of iron and 
eel manufactures has created such a de- 
mand for theraw material that pig-iron 
can now be produced in this country and 
exported to Great Britain at.a profit. 

But as their cheaper raw material gave 
the British manufacturers their chief ad- 
vantage over ours, this risein their pig- 
ron market deprives them of the protec- 
tion our stupid tariff gave them, and they 
are naturally anxious about the effect of 
the rise on their export demand for the 
manufactured products. 

The situation is especially alarming to 
the ship-builders of the Clyde, whose ad- 
vantage in the way of cheap iron and 
steel plates gave them a monopoly of iron 
steamship building. They know very 
well the part our tariff played in securing 
them this monopoly, and how scarcer and 
higher priced raw material may take it 
away from them. They know very well 
that the higher wages paid in this coun- 
try do not make the labor cost of a vessel 
built on the Delaware any greater than 
the labor cost of a similar vessel built on 
the Clyde, and that the difference of 18 
per centin their favor hitherto has been 
due to the higher price put on our raw 
material by the direct and indirect opera- 
tion of our tariff. 3 

The Cunard Line has long had a stand- 
ing offer from CramPp{& Sons of Phila- 
delphia to build, at the English price, a 
Cunarder of the Servia class, guaranteed 
to beat the Servia time. This offer was 
based on the fact that the mere work 
could be done as cheap on the Delaware 
ason the Clyde, andin building a vesse 
or the Cunard Line Cramp & Sons could 
import timber, iron, steel, hemp, manila 
and other materials in bond for re-ex- 
portation and escape the'tariff tax, which 


would have to be paid if they were 


building the vessel for an American 
line m our own coasting trade. If, how- 
ever, the present price of iron and stee 
in Great Britain should be maintained for 
any great length of time, it will soon, in 
spite of our tariff, enable our ship-yards to

With the Farmers’ and Laborers’ Union 
~The Name of Farmers’ Alliance to Be 
Retained in All Probability—No Comsoli- 
dation With the Knights of Labor Pro- 
posed. a 


EXT Tuesday the oon - 
vention of the Farm- 
era and Laborers’ 
Union of America will 
be held in this city at 
Central. Turner Hall. 
The delegates have 
already begun to ar- 
rive, A. E. Gardiner, 
the Secretary, of 
Tennessee, and Mr. 
Macune of Mississipp! 
reporting this morn- 
ing. 
On Monday a meet - 
ing ot the National 
Committee will de held to decide the pro- 
gramme for the convention, and all arrange- 
ments will be completed by the time the 
meeting is called to order. The principal 
work of making arrangements has been done 
by Phil Chew, chairman of the Committee on 
Arrangements. 

The delegates to the convention will be 
given a rate of one and one-third fare for the 
round trip on ali railroads, and reduced rates 
have been made with the hotele in this city 
for the accommodation of all delegates. 
There have been about 200 delewates appointed 
to attend the meeting, but all members of the 
Farmers and Laborers’ Union who are in 
good standing and have the pass- word will be 
entitled 

TO A SEAT IN THE CONNENTION, 
and it is W that about 500 will be pres - 
ent. 

The greater portion of the work will be done 
by committees, and for convenience in this 
the delegates have been already allotted to 
certain hotels so that when a man is wanted 
be can be found atthat place. This plan will 
also make the formation and meeting of com- 
mittees easy. Mr. PhilChew was seen this 
morning by a PostT-DisPaTCH reporter, and he 
expresses himself as being very enthusiastic

„There will be two different meetings at 
rst, sald Mr. Chew, but they will an- 
doubtedly consolidate the first day of the con- 
vention. There are a number of different 
organizations to be represented at the con- 
vention.

It is only 
within afew weeks that this has been 
fected. 

»The farmers’ alliances of the Northern 
States have not yet joived the union, but on 
Tuesday the delegates {rom these alliances 
will holda meeting in the directors’ room at 
the Merchants’ Exchange, where it is expected 
tbat they will take the steps necessary to join 
us. Thereis one thing about the consolida- 
tion which is causing considerable discussion 
and delay: thatisthe name.

Those Who Starved on the Nation Feast 
Day Now Have Bread—Chnurity Di«pensed 
in the Southern Depot of the St. Louis 
Provident Agsociation—The Destitute of 
This Winter. 


HIS is Thankegiving Day 

It is true the President 

ordered Thursday, No- 

vember 28, 1889, taken out 

of the work -day box, and 

hung in the feast com- 

partment. It is true the 

Governor of Missouri and 
every other State in the 

Union followed his ex- 

ample. And it is also 

true thata large number 

of persons disposed of great quantities of tur- 
key et al. in the endeavor to reach a patriotic 

and thauktful state. g 

It is also true that a large number 
disregarded the proclamations and failed to 
feast. 

It was with no desire to show contempt for 
the proclamations nor to appear strange that 
many of the number gave thanks to-day. 
Yesterday they had nothing to be thankful 
for; to-day they have bread. 

Yesterday the cupboard and table were 
bare; to-day there are browned loaves, every 
one as big as a cow’s head, to fill 
the empty places. The, cold freless 
stove of yesterday is at work 
to-day sending out heat and boiling the water 
in the kettle. Starvation seemed so near yées- 
terday that it was hard to find a grain of com- 
fort to awaken any gratitude. To-day the 
wolf is gone and the sun is out again. 

IT WAS A LONG LINE,

SUCCESS NOW ASSURED. 


HOW SENTIMENT HAS CHANGED CONCERN- 
ING THE WORLD’S FAIB. 


The Wonderful Two Months Campaign 
Made bythe St. Louis Committees—The 
Position of Affairs on October 1 Very 
Discouraging — A Revolution of Senti- 
meont—How This Was Done. 


N all sides the enthu- 
Siasm for the World's 
Fair is growing with 
remarkable rapidity, 
and the interest in the 
candidacy of St. Louis 
is increasing daily, not 
only in this city but 
throughout the West 
and South. The change 
that has taken piace 
within the last two 
months is very remarkable. On the Ist of Oc- 
tober St. Louis eould not certainly count on 
the vote of its own State. Chicago emissaries 
were busy in Kansas City, and in one or two 
other Western Missouri districts, with good 
chances of success. 
FORMER UNFAVORABLE POSITION. 

But two votes in Kansas were certain, and 
only one in lilinois. Jefferson County, Tex., 
had pronounced in favor of Chicago, and four 
or five Congressmen were in doubt as to what 
course they should pursue. Two of the larg- 
est mercantile associations in New Orleans 
were on the same side, Kentucky was believed 
to be favorable to the claims of the city by the 
sewer, the entire delegations of Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin and Minnesota were as- 
sured, and at least two-thirds of the Con- 
gressmen from Tennessee. In short, Chicago 
appeared to haveacommanding lead in the 


country west of the Alleghanies and north of 
the Ohio, and the chances of St. Louis ap- 
peared very small indeed. 

At the present time the positions are re- 
versed. Shortly before Fair week a quiet but 
important meeting of members of the Execu- 
tive, Congressional and Foreign Correspond- 
ence Committees was held, and the plan of 
campaign outlined. It was determined to re- 
frain from all unfavorable criticiems of the 
rivais of St. Louis, and to let its candidacy 
rest on its own natural advantages. There 
was some opposition to this course, as lack 
ing in aggressiveness, but pursuant to the ad- 
vice of Frank Gaiennie and R. C. Kerens it 
was determined to pursue it. 

IT IS ENOUGH TO SAY 

that to-day nearly every member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee admits that the present 
commanding position of this city is due to 
the plan pursued. Invitations were sent to 
every Congressman in the country. extending 
an invitation to attend the Exposition and 
Fair as the guests of the St. Louis World's 
Fair Committee, and about a dozen accepted. 
Of these all but one, Springer of ILilinois, left 
the city as warm advocates of St. Louis, and 
Mr. Springer said that this city was bis second 
choice. The Louisiana and Mississippi Con- 
gressmen were particularly enthusiastic, and 
the good work done was apparent in the num- 
ber of letters from those States received 
shortly afterwards indorsing this city. The 
merchants of New Orleans took action com- 
mitting themselves to St. Louis. The Texas 
counties that had agreed to support Chicago 
rescinded their action and the Western Mis. 
souri became the warmest advocate of St. 


Louis. 
A WONDERFUL CHANGE. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence 
and the Committee on State Action have 
been very bard at work and if 
their correspondence were made public 
the elation of tne advocates of this city 
would be only equaled bythe depression of 
its opponents. The gentlemen in charge are 
not yet ready to announc the resuits of 
their efforts, butit can be confidently pre- 
dicted that from five to eight vote will be 
gained in Iilinois,that nearly half the Indiana 
vote and nearly all df the Kentucky vote will 
come here, and that in Ohio St. Louis will be 
stronger than Chicago. Even in Wisconsin, 
Iowa, and Nebraska this city hasa strong 
support, and the demand from those 
States for mapsand circulars proves that a 

reat change of feeling has taken place. From 
Washington the best accounts are received. 

R. C. Kerens called upon a number of the 
most influential politicians in the national 
capital and had a. long conversation
